{:11, Cunipiricy, and Rebellion againlit him the faid King Milliam of Great Britain, 
&., And io that end his molt Chriitian Majeſty premiſerh, Thar he will never 
atiiit uny perfon Whatloever, with any Arms, Ammunition, Shipping or Money, 
Ec. hart {hall diltuch or molelt any of the Dominions of him the faid King 2#%1- 
liam, &C.
